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NAVY’S NEW AIR STATION 


HE new Naval Air Station at Corpus 

Christi, Tex., a $50,000,000 “Uni 
versity of the Air,” sprawled over 14,000 
acres of Gulf coastland, may truly be 
called the world’s largest Naval Air 
Training Station. 

The gigantic station is located on land 
which hardly over a year ago was nothing 
ut sand dunes, mesquite, cattle and fish 
ing shacks. Today this land on which 
have risen gigantic hangars and modern 
barracks is a level expanse of paved 
wads, concrete runways and green sodded 
lawns, 

With its first of 45 graduates 
turned out 1 Nov. far ahead of schedule, 
there will now follow a steady stream 
of other cadets moving out to join the 
fleet on an average of 10 a day or 300 a 
month, At present there are more than 
2000 of these young men in a training 
program that requires approximately 600 
instructors. 

The Corpus Christi Air Station is the 
only training school where a cadet may 
pursue a complete course of flying—pri 
mary, intermediate and advanced-——under 
me single command. Upon finishing one 
‘tage of training, he merely trans 
ferred to another field at the station for 
his next course.

No Action on Pay Bill; 
Pay for Grade Voted 


Further action on the interdepartment 
al pay bill, S. 2025, was still awaiting a 
“vo” signal from the White House this 
week, but for Regular Army personnel 
at least there was consolation this week 
in the surprise action of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee in unanimously 
voting the Brooks Pay-for-Grade bill, H. 
R. 4779. 

The bill, designed to place Regular 
Army officers on a parity with Reserve 
and National Guard officers and with of 
ficers of the Navy and Marine Corps, by 
granting pay for their temporary ranks, 
had reposed for months in the files of the 
committee, Representative Brooks (Laoul- 
siana) after many unsucessful attempts 
to obtain consideration of the measure by 
his committee, brought up the bill at a 
committee meeting Monday. 

The committee voted the measure with- 
out amendment and without a dissenting 
vote, and instructed Representative 
Brooks to write the committee report. 

Representative Charles Faddis, who 
had just returned from a tour of active 
duty in the Carolinas, was not present at 
the meeting. Mr. Faddis has heretofore 
opposed the Brooks bill. 

The general service pay bill, which in- 
cludes a provision which would accom 
plish the purpose of the Brooks bill, is still 
in the Bureau of the Budget, and Director 
Harold Smith is still attempting to ob 
tain the ear of the President on the mea 
sure, 

Members of the interdepartmental pay 
committee who would be called to testify 
on the measure before budget officials, 
should Presidential consent to the princi 
ples of the bill be given, stated this week 
that they had as yet received no requests 
for their presence. 

Congressman Brooks, who so strenuous 
ly supported the pay-for-grade measure, 
this week expressed approval of the in 
terdepartmental bill in principle. He 
stated that he had not studied the mea- 
sure and therefore could not comment on 
the justice of any particular provisions, 
but pointed out: 

“There should be some readjustment in 
the pay of service personnel since the 
last pay act was passed in 1922, Since 
that time pay of civilians generally has 
been the subject of readjustment at dif 
ferent intervals and it would seem timely 
that the readjustment of the pay of of 
ficers and enlisted men of the Army of the 
United States should be considered.” 

Representative Brooks indicated that 
he would attempt to bring his measure to 
the House floor before Christmas, The 
measure will go on the unanimous consent 
calendar which is called at intervals in 
the House. On the first call, however, a 
single objection would prevent passage 
On the second call, three objections would 
prevent passage and remove the bill from 
the consent calendar, making it necessary 
to bring it up under genera] rules of de 
bate, 

However, Mr. Brooks pointed out that 
cost of the measure during the first year 
would be but $2,000,000, and that the ex 
tra cost would decrease from year to year 
if the Army remai at the present

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Weygand’s Ouster Indicates Closer Franco-German Alliance, Editors Say 


N December of 1939, a free and liberty-loving French people fought side by side with 
her democratic ally, England. They fought against the aggression of Adolph Hitler, 
and soldiers of both nations united to thwart the advances of German troops. Today, 
that same France finds itself aiding its former enemy; finds its General Weygand 
deposed from his position as proconsul in North Africa; in short, find itself an ally 


not of Britain, but of Germany. 


American newspaper editors have emphasized the 


important significance of this trend, and in editorials appearing throughout the nation, 
discuss what is likely to occur in the future as a result of France’s changed position. 
These editors emphasize particularly the importance of the recent removal of General 


Weygand from authority in North Africa. 


The Kansas City, Mo., Star says, “The so-called ‘retirement’ of Marshal Maxime 
Weygand from his North African command has been widely accepted in this country 
as evidence that France is at last about to become an integral part of the new Nazi 
order in Europe and Germany’s active ally in the war.” 

After noting many past accessions of Vichy to Hitler’s will, the Star continuec

the menace to the Western Hemisphere from a German occupation of the French West 
African base of Dakar and by Germany’s indirect control of the French American 
colonies of Guadeloupe, French Guiana, St, Pierre, and Miquelon.

Final Maneuver Critique 


Results of the second and final phase 
of the First Army GHQ controlled ma- 
neuvers in the Carolina area were dis- 
cussed in the critique 30 Nov. Addresses 
were made by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. MeNair, 
chief of staff, GHQ, and director of the 
maneuvers ; Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, com- 
manding General, First Army, and Maj. 
Gen, Oscar W. Griswold, commanding 
general, [V Army Corps. 

Conclusions were expressed by these 
leaders as follows: 

Lt. Gen. L, J. MeNair, GSC, Director 

As I look back on the nation-wide series of 
maneuvers such as these here, and review 
the mass of comments of all kinds which have 
been made, certain features of the picture 
stand out, among them: 

The irrepressible cheerfulness, keen intelli- 
gence, and physical stamina of the American 
soldier. He is indeed an inspiration and a 
challenge to his leaders. He will follow them 
anywhere, and asks only that they bring him 
success and victory. 

Imperfect discipline of the type which 
makes the individual subordinate himself to 
the advantage of his unit, be it large or small; 
that is, the type which is vital for success in 
war, 

Disregard of the air threat. Columns moved 
closed up when experience shows beyond 
question that disaster would result under war 
conditions. It is clear that revision of the 
umpire manual must include putting vehicles 
out of action as a penalty for air attack and 
artillery fire. 

Inadequate reconnaissance and security, al- 
though there is slow improvement, 

The small proportion of units which is 
brought to bear against the enemy, due to 
reluctance to leave roads and column forma- 
tion, 

The question is asked repeatedly, “Are these 
troops ready for war?” It is my judgment 
that, given complete equipment, they certainly 
could fight effectively, But it is to be added 
with emphasis that the losses would be un- 
duly heavy, and the results of action against 
an adversary such as the German might not 
be all that could be desired, In spite of the 
remarkable progress of the year just past, 
there must be no idea in anyone’s mind that 
further training is unnecessary. There is a 
limitless field of endeavor in.correcting faults 
developed and in perfecting and finishing 
training. The fact that faults persist is not 
a reflection on your efforts so much as it is 
a practical demonstration that properly 


trained units can not be developed in one 
year. 

The general policy as to further training 
has been announced. The immediate pro- 


cedure is a return in full force to small unit 
training, in a determined effort to raise the 
training ceiling far above that attained here- 
tofore, It is true that our previous small unit 
training was limited, because the term of ser- 
vice of the National Guard and of selectees was 
set at one year initially. It is true also that the 
training failed to produce maximum results 
because many officers themselves were insuffi- 
ciently trained, With the greatly improved 
commissioned and noncommissioned stand- 
ards now prevailing, it is readily possible to 
reach standards of training which were im- 
possible last year irrespective of the time 
available, 





It has been anticipated by some that to re 
turn to primary training after the college edu- 
cation here on the maneuver field will bring 
about a stute of bored indifference on the part 
of the troops. Results of this character will 
depend entirely on the capabilities of officers. 
If they have the initiative, energy, and skill 
to carry training into new territory of inter- 
est and profit, the soldier will reach for it 
without fail, for he must realize that he has 
made mistakes and lacked skill in many ways 
during these maneuvers, The coming months 
of review training are a challenge to leader- 
ship. It is not pep talks and verbose pro 
grams which will count, but rather skill in 
the practical conduct of training, based on 
solid knowledge on the part of both com 
missioned and noncommissioned leaders. 

During the past year, equipment has been 
largely either missing or new. Comparatively 
little effort has been required in order to 
maintain it in at least usable condition. Now 
that picture is changed, and care of equip- 
ment of all kinds—especially transportation 

assumes major proportions. An accumula- 
tion of neglect, due to fleld conditions, must 
be faced energetically and all echelons trained 
thoroughly in maintenance. 

Standards of discipline and = smartness 
manifestly can and must be raised. With the 
high class of personnel now in service, it is 
readily possible to reach or excel the well 
established peace-time standards of the regu 
lar service.

1. Notwithstanding the excellent delaying 
tactics of the armored forces, the advance of 
the whole Blue Army from its concentration 
area to its final position covered an average 
distance of about 50 miles in four days, Aside 
from the physical qualities of the command, 
the influence of motor is evident and demon 
strates their advantage. 

2. The Cub airplanes for use of ground com 
mands arrived shortly before the exercise, so 
full opportunity was not available to try them 
out. However, reports indicate a very favor 
able reaction. 

3. These maneuvers have demonstrated 
that we must bring our Air Support, armored 
and other ground forces into closer associa- 
tion, both on and off the battlefield, The 
present water-tight compartments existing 
between these forces should be broken down 
if team battle efficiency is to be secured. We 
cannot expect to secure such efficiency so long 
as their association is limited to once a year 
in a few days of maneuvers. The personnel 
of these forces should sit down at the same 
table and discuss their joint problems and 
then solve them as a united family. 

4. Again, we come back to the fundamental 
military principle that ultimate success in 
battle can seldom be secured without a strong 
and efficient infantry. As these maneuvers 
progressed, our armored forces and tank 
attackers realized the need for and demanded 
more and more infantry support. They could 
not capitalize on their gains due to lack of 
adequate infantry support, and the tank at 
tackers could not maintain their fire positions 
against an enemy infantry advance. Do not 
be misled into the belief that these modern 
units are a substitute for the infantry-artil- 
lery team. They pave the way for and fre 
quently assure the infantry-artillery team 
success, but should be closely associated 


therewith and have their own infantry sup- 
port. 

5. The tank attacker principle has proven 
its soundness.

However, we are convinced that their 
employment should be offensive more often 
than defensive. In addition to great fire 
power they must have great mobility and ad 
vance to the attack. An armored attack 
creates an area battle, extending from the 
front line units to the rear installations, The 
tank attackers should be capable of meeting 
such attack not only well to the front but by 
surrounding methods in rear thereof. The 
advancing front line units should be free from 
concern of their rear areas by the knowledge 
of the presence of tank attackers to handle 
such situations. 

6. Our maneuvers must recognize that the 
infantry-artillery team has the best chance 
of defeating air and armored forces by night 
operations. We must learn to move and fight 
at night. We talk about this approach but 
seldom train therefor. 

7. The comments made after the first phase 
of the maneuver need no repetition, The cir 
cumstances of the second phase reinforced 
the views exprssed, 

& In conclusion, may I again express the 
view that these maneuvers have been invalu- 
able and greatly advanced our efficiency. The 
spirit, enthusiasm and intelligence, of all 
ranks have been outstanding. 

I extend my congratulations to 
Griswold and his fine command 
contribution to these exercises—they are in 
deed par excellence friendly enemies. 
Furthermore, may I thank all ranks of the 
First Army for their exceptional support and 
fine accomplishment, The vigor and drive of 
Generals Truesdell, Fredendall, and Thomp 
and their divisional commanders; 
coupled with General Jarman’s and Colonel 
Kepner'’s tine work, assured success to my 
plans as developed by an exceptionally fine 
Army staff.

From the Red side the maneuver proceeded 
according to plan and expectations. To me it 
illustrated the following major items, viz: 

1. This maneuver has shown a tendency, at 
times, on the part of the Armored Corps to 
operate independently and without too much 
regard for other members of the team. A case 
in point was a bivouac area ten miles away 
from the area assigned, Such instances indi 
cate the need for more combined training. 

2. On the part of certain mafor units there 
appeared on occasion to be a lack of aggres- 
siveness in seeking and maintaining lateral 
communication, There were examples also of 
failure to reconnoitre vigorously to the flanks. 
Even military force must make full use of its 
eyes and ears, 

3. Blue’s technique in pushing forward an 
antitank sereen for the protection of elements 
in rear, appears to me to contribute materially 


to our knowledge of how to combat the 
mechanized threat. Personally, I am some 
what concerned lest this be taken by the 


Army and the nation at large as a final solu 
tion to the mechanized menace. To my mind 
it is dangerous psychology to discount the 
moral effect and shock action of tanks before 
the bullets begin to fly. I believe that good 
progress has been made in the “tank killer” 


units, However, I, for one, am not yet pre- 


pared to admit that we have a definite answer 
to a massed tank attack. 
4. Conversely, I believe

Now even the Department should be able to see that 


need within armored units for a better com 
bined tank and infantry maneuver to reduce 
anti-tank defenses. The need of armored units 
for supporting infantry was again clearly 
borne out in this maneuver. Though placed 
advantageously to attack the Blue flank and 
rear, the armored units were unable to make 
any headway without infantry to consolidate 
gains, 

5. Although the tank is ordinarily con 
sidered as an offensive weapon, I believe that 
this maneuver has shown that it is also vale 
able in delaying action and in defense, The 
presence of tanks enforces caution and delay 
upon the attacker, even before they are phy 
sically committed. 

6. A disappointing feature of this maneuver 
is that far too little infantry deployment was 
noted. Speedy deployment of infantry is 
essential for maneuver and for delivery of 
effective fire. Infantry can’t win the battle by 
staying in trucks. 

7. I believe that pilots have an erroneous 
idea of the effectiveness of antiaircraft fire 
The low altitude employed in the approach 
and attack of defended areas would very pro) 
ably result in heavy losses of planes and 
pilots. 

Ss. This maneuver has proved to my sats 
faction that the present Air Support Com 
mand organization is eminently sound.

Mapped Out for Army 


since the outbreak of the World War 
and the highly successful employment of 
jerman tanks in a new version of war, 
virtually every nation in the world—the 
faited States included—has been seeking 
y defense against tank attacks. The War 
Department now believes it has the an- 
eer—the “tank killer” or the Tank Des- 
troyer Battalion. 

jccordingly the Protective Mobilization 
plan, 1942, and the Augmentation Plan, 
42, have been revised, tank destroyer 
iwttalions included, and orders will be 
ined shortly for the constitution and 
ytivation of 53 tank destroyer battalions. 
These new tank “killer” battalions will 
ie created by utilizing the personnel and 
nateriel assigned to antitank components 
of the Field Artillery, to divisional bri- 
ade antitank components of the Cavalry, 
i existing antitank battalions of the In- 
fantry and any increase in the Army that 
can be made for this purpose. 

In addition to the 58 tank destroyer 
yattalions which will evidently be acti- 
vated shortly, approximately 10 addition- 
al battalions and higher command agen- 
ces will be activated when personnel be- 
comes available. While the exact compo- 
dition of the tank “killer” units is still in 
the process of minor adjustments it is 
mderstood that two or three distinct 
iypes of these units are planned. Accord- 
ing to tentative plans, the tank destroyer 
wits will be distributed to every division 
in the Army on the basis of four bat- 
tulions per division, indicating that the 
War Department is eventually planning 
for at least 144 battalions of tank “kill-

the Infantry will be Infantry units, all 
battalions from the Field Artillery will be 
Field Artillery units and so on. 

The War Departments instructions fur- 
ther direct that the Chief of Arm con- 
cerned will exercise for tank destroyer 
units the same functions in regard to per- 
sonnel as for other units for his arm. 
Additional personnel required for tank 
detroyer units will be furnished as di- 
rected by the War Department. Tank des- 
troyer battalions in addition to the ini- 
tial 53 mentioned above will be charged 
to arms on an equitable basis to be deter- 
mined by the War Department. 

All the tank destroyers battalions will 
be under direct control of the General 
Headquarters, but may be attached to 
lower echelons for purposes of training 
and administration. The units will be as- 
signed to the various divisions or branches 
at the time of their activation. Lt. Col. 
Andrew TD. Bruce, Inf., has been named 
head of the new Tank Destroyer Tactical 
and Firing Center at temporary quarters 
at Ft. George G. Meade, Md. Colonel Bruce 
in his capacity as head of the Tactical 
Firing Center has been given the same 
adminstrative authority now granted 
commanding officers of Replacement 
Training Centers. Plans provide for sta- 
tioning one or more tank destroyer bat- 
talions at the Center and for sending 


other such battalions there from time to | 


time for specialized training. 


Colonel Bruce is charged with formulat- | 


ing and developing appropriate recom- 
mendations to the War Department con- 
cerning tactical and training doctrine; to 
investigate and submit recommendations 
to the War Department concerning all 
matters looking to the improvement of 
tank destroyer units; cooperate with 
chiefs of supply arms and services in de- 
veloping the arms and equipment of tank 
destroyer units; to organize a Tank De- 
stroyer Board to consider projects per- 
taining to tank destroyer units. 

Colonel Bruce has been instructed to 
report to the War Department recommen- 
dations based upon activation of 63 tank 
destroyer battalions: personnel require- 
ments; plans and estimates for establish- 
ment for the immediate and projected 
eapacities of the Tank Destroyer Tactical 


and Firing Center; outline of courses to | 


be conducted at the Tank Destroyer 
school; outline of unit training for tank 
destroyer units to be sent to the Center 
for training; outline of unit training 
which the War Department should pre- 
scribe for tank destroyer units on duty 
with the field forces. 

In addition, Colonel Bruce will make 
recommendations to the War Department 
outlining mobilization plans for the activ- 
ation and training of new tank destroyer 
units, which will include provision for 
negro personnel, and such other activities 
as are required. Colonel Bruce will also 
assume such other duties, except as to 
personnel, and as not in conflict with prior 
War Department orders, as are contem- 
plated for chiefs of combatant branches 
in Army Regulations 70-5, and as may be 
otherwise directed by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Pending the establishment of the Tank 
Destroyer Tactical and Firing Center, 
officers and enlisted men required to start 
the first battalions, will be trained in ex- 
isting service schools as required. Filler 
replacements for the tank destroyer units 
will be trained as required in the Replace- 
ment Training Centers of the Arms and 
Services and the Armored Force. 

In planning the capacity of the new 
Tank Destroyer School, which it is be- 
lieved will start shortly, the student ca- 
pacity will be based on the assumption 
that a maximum of 60 per cent of the 
total number of officers and 10 per cent 
of the enlisted personnel assigned to tank 
destroyer units may attend course of in- 
struction at the school during any one 
year. 

It is generally believed that personnel 
assigned to tank destroyer units eventual- 
ly will be replaced in their other assign- 
ments by other personnel. The order for 
the establishment of the Tactical Firing 
Center stated that “pending the appro- 
priation of funds requested in Second 
Supplemental Estimates, commissioned 
personnel assigned to these additional 
positions will not create vacancies in their 














existing assignments.” This would indi- 
cate that eventually the divisional 
strength will be increased by the special 
assignment of personnel to tank destroyer 
battalions and replacing them in their 
former capacities with other officers or 
enlisted men. 





National Defense Appropriations 

Additional appropriations, totalling 
$8,243,839,031, including contract author- 
izations of $594,000,000 were reported to 
the Ilouse this week by its Appropriations 
Committee. 


The House immediately began consid- 
eration of the measure, with prompt pas- 
sage likely. 

Of the appropriations, $8,109,945,898 is 
directly chargeable to national defense. 
Another $87,179,000 is indirectly charge- 
able to national defense, while $37,500,000 
is for non-defense items which have arisen 
because of the wars abroad. 

Originally, $6,687,369,046 was asked for 
the War Department. However, testi- 
mony developed that $1,556,496,246 of this 
sum was for lend-lease purposes, and the 
amount was appropriated by the commit- 
tee specifically for this purpose. 

The Navy estimate of $689,870,000 was 
approved by the committee. 

The measure, as approved by the com- 
mittee, carried the following amounts in- 
cluding contractural authorities: 

Miltiary establishment, $5,127,647,652 

Naval establishment, $1,129,870,000 

Lend-Lease, $1,556,496,246. 

According to a Budget Bureau complia- 
tion, as of 17 Nov., 1941, there had been 
made avaiable to date for national de- 
fense for the fiscal years 1941 and 1942 
a total of $59,880,803,198. That sum in- 
cludes lend-lease appropriations of $12,- 
985,000,000 and $8,413,000,000 estimated 
to be required beyond 1942 to complete 
construction of the expanded Navy. 

The additional amounts proposed in 
this measure under the War and Navy 
Departments, under defense aid, and un- 
der other Federal agencies for direct de- 
fense purposes aggregate $8,109,945,898. 
Added to the present total ($59,880,308,- 
198), the new total becomes $67,990,254,- 
O06. 

The Budget estimates for the Military 
Establishment provide for the following 
general purposes : 

1. To maintain the National Guard in Fed- 
eral service throughout fiscal year 1942. 

2. To increase the strength of the ground 
forces by 150,000 enlisted men (87,500 man- 
years). 

3’. To activate the mobile Aircraft Warning 
Service in continental United States and over- 
seas (increase of approximately 16,570 men, 
6,502 man-years). 


4. To intiate the expansion from the &- 
group air program (the first aviation objec- 
tive) to the second aviation objective (84- 


group program) (an increase of 49,090 enlisted 
men, Air Corps, 9,001 man-years; and 61,366 
enlisted men, 20,256 man-years, service troops 
with the Air Corps). 

5. To provide for the mobilization, opera- 
tion, and training of the Philippine Common- 
wealth Army, including a reimbursement of 
$10,000,000 borrowed for this purpose from 
the emergency fund of the President. 

6. To provide for an increase of certain spe- 
cial ordnance weapons and equipment which 
are possessed by Axis powers in large quan- 
tities and for which increased necessity is 
constantly being developed. 

7. To provide additional funds required to 
meet known deficiencies of urgent and im- 
mediate priority. 

8. To provide funds for a few new urgent 
requirements which should not be postponed.

Motorize 6th & 9th Divisions 


Orders have been issued by the War 
Department for the motorization of two 
additional Army divisions, the 6th Divi- 
sion at Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo., and the 
9th Division at Ft. Bragg, N. C. The order, 
issued at the same time or shortly follow- 
ing the order to motorize the 7th Division 
at Ft. Ord, Calif., as announced in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL last week, was 
of the same nature as that issued to the 
7th Division—that is, that the directive is 
to become effective when further ordered 
by the War Department, presumably after 
new tables of organization have been 
drawn up, These revampings will give the 
Army four motorized divisions. 

Equipment for the change-over is now 
being sent to the stations of the 6th and 
9th Divisions where it is to be put in stor- 
age until the recast date. A discussion of 
how the change-over may affect these di- 
visions may be found in the 29 Nov. is- 
sue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
where motorization of the 7th Division is 
described.

strength, since officers in temporary ad- 
vanced grades would enter into the same 

higher permanent grades. 

Discussing the justice of the pay-for- 
grade bill, Mr. Brooks said, “If in actual 
war so recognized by Congress, these of- 
ficers would receive pay of their rank. 
Since there is no war declared by Con- 
gress, yet we are, to all intents, in a con- 
dition of undeclared war, it is an injustice 
to promote officers temporarily and yet 
not pay them. “The laborer is worthy of 
his hire.’ 

“As far as Reserve officers are con- 
cerned they are eligible to be promoted 
temporarily, and when so promoted, to 
receive pay of their advanced grade. This 
being the ease, the Army has promoted 
Reserve officers temporarily and they are 
being paid accordingly. In October, I am 
informed, 1,357 Reserve officers received 
temporary promotions.” 

Representative Brooks also pointed out 
that Congress already has authorized pay 
for temporary grade for officers of the 
Regular Navy and Marine Corps.

Problems of Army personnel are being 
thoroughly threshed out this week at a 
conference of G-1 officers from the field, 
the third such conference to be held since 
expansion of the Army was begun in 
1039. 

Included in the topics under discussion 
are such “touchy” items as classification 
und reclassification of officers, assign- 
ments and reassignments, clearing of field 
units of overage and physically unfit en- 
listed men, and cooperation of local com- 
manders with other federal agencies in 
suppression of prostitution, 

Also under discussion are a couple of 
new War Department objectives,—the 
use of grades in lieu of ratings which is 
sought in the new pay bill, and the new 
regulations affecting warrant officers. 

About 60 officers representing the nine 
corps area headquarters, the four armies, 
the Army Air Forces, General Headquar- 
ters, the branch chiefs and the War De- 
partment General Staff attended the six 
days of discussions at which a minimum 
amount of time was spent on depart- 
mental expositions and a maximum pe- 
riod on free discussion. 

Nearly a full day was alloted for talks 
with representatives of War Department 
agencies, whose presence was desired by 
the representatives. 

Talks by General George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff; Brig. Gen. Wade H. 
Haislip, assistant chief of staff, G-1, and 
Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, director of 
Selective Service, opened the conference.

Duty for Reserve Colonels 

While it is impossible to say when ad- 
ditional colonels of the Reserve Corps 
will be called to active duty, the War De- 
partment stated this week that “it should 
be obvious that every eligible and quali- 
fied colonel of the Reserve Corps will be 
called to active duty if, and when, the 
National emergency demands.” 

The statement was made by a spokes- 
man for the War Department, in connec- 
tion with a “letter to the editor” which 
appeared in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
of 22 Nov., in which the writer ques- 
tioned whether he, as a reserve colonel, 
would be called for duty with troops in 
view of the promotions to that grade in 
the Regular Army. The statement by the 
War Department spokesman follows: 

“Permanent promotion to the rank of 
colonel in the Regular Army has not been 
as rapid as promotion in the Reserve Corps. 
By law, a lieutenant colonel of the promotion 
list branches of the Regular Army is required 
to have twenty-eight years of service for 
permanent promotion to the rank of colonel, 
in which grade a vacancy must exist. As a 
result of the requirement that a vacancy must 
exist in the grade of colonel, prior to the ini- 
tiation of the recent temporary promotion to 
that rank in the Regular Army, the average 
lieutenant colonel of the promotion list 
branches of the Regular Army had more than 
thirty-two years of commissioned service 
upon receiving permanent promotion to the 
rank of colonel. On the other hand, the total 
length of commissioned service of the aver- 
age lieutenant colonel of the Reserve Corps 
upon permanent promotion to the rank of 
colonel was approximately twenty years, since 
most of these officers entered the Reserve 
Corps with advanced rank at the close of the 
World War. This inconsistency between the 
average length of commissioned service of 
colonels of the Regular Army and of the 
Reserve Corps has not yet been removed. To 
date, all temporary promotions to the rank of 
colonel in the Regular Army have been made 
from lieutenant colonels of the Regular 
Army with over twenty-four years and eight 
months of commissioned service, who were 
especially selected for such promotion by a 
selection board, and whose names are borne 
upon an eligible list approved by the Secre- 
tary of War. It is only right and just that 
these highly efficient Regular Army lieutenant 
colonels of long service and broad experi- 
ence should be granted temporary promotion 
to the rank of colonel, under existing law, 
to fill vacancies for which their ability fitted 
them and to remove the existing inequality 
in length of service between those ranks in 
the Regular Army and Reserve Corps. 

“As of 31 October, more than fifty per cent 
of the total number of Reserve colonels eligi- 
ble for troop duty were on extended active 
duty. With an active army of approximately 
1.500.000 there is no need for the simultaneous 
utilization of all Reserve colonels who are 
eligible for troop duty. When the War De- 
partment will call additional Reserve colonels 
to active duty is a question impossible to 
answer. However, it should be obvious that 
every eligible and qualified colonel of the 
Reserve Corps will be called to active duty if, 
and when, the National emergency demands.” 


Army Construction Transfer 

On 16 December all Army construction 
will be under one controlling head again, 
with Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Robins, as- 
sistant to the Chief of Engineers, as di- 
rector of the “world’s largest corpora- 
tion.” 

Legislation authorizing transfer of all 
construction to the Chief of Engineers 
was signed by President Roosevelt this 
week as public law No. 326, and the War 
Department immediately issued orders 
making the transfer actually effective as 
of the 16th of this month. 

As stated in the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL last week, General Robins will 
direct all construction activities. General 
Robins now has charge of a third of army 












construction—the Air Corps facilitie 
fortifications, and outlying bases — g) 
ready allotted to the Corps of Engineer 
and under the new order will take oye, 
the other two-thirds of construction ang 
the entire construction division of th 
Office of the Quartermaster General, 

The OQMG Construction Division wy 
remain in its present quarters, but ther 
will be a certain interchange of officer 
between the two present agencies in order 
to effectuate the transfer. Officers now o 
duty in the OQMG will be temporarily 
detailed in the Corps of Engineers, Poy. 
manent transfers to the Engineers will lp 
under the same conditions as other trang 
fers between branches in the Army, }t 
will be remembered that in the OQMg 
Construction Division are now not only 
Quartermaster Corps and Corps of Engi.

“Obviously, it will take some time to 
work out all the details since we have 
promised the General Staff that there 
shall be absolutely no delays or inter 
ruptions to the program as a result of 
this transfer of functions. Step by step, 
as rapidly as seems practicable, we shall 
work out the many organizational prob- 
lems involved. 

“For the present all personnel of the 
Corps of Engineers and the Construction 
Division, Office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, will continue to function exactly as 
they have in the past. Brig. Gen, TM 
Robins, who has headed the Construction 
Division of the Corps of Engineers sine 
August, 1939, will direct the combined 
construction organizations. All Engineer 
District and Division offices will be en 
tinued and some new districts will be 
established as required.”

that this figure will be materially in- 
creased in the near fture. 

But to accomplish all this in the air re- 
quires a tremendous establishment and 
personnel on the ground. The estimated 
figure is that it takes seven men on the 
ground to keep one in the air, 

The Naval Air Station personnel of over 
9,000 have to serve them a Ships Service 
Store which provide everything from hats 
to shoe laces and handkerchiefs to 
jewelry ; a $300,000 laundry ; a bake shop 
capable of 5,000 loaves of bread and 2,- 
000 pies a day; a private weather man 
in the Aerology Department; a Post Of- 
fice; Communications Department ; police 
force; and fire department. 

The utilities include five power plants, 
five sewage disposal plants, a garage, and 
a $2,000,000 hospital. And to round out 
the facilities for the community, there 
are swimming pools, a gymnasium, bowl- 
ing alleys, movies, plays, radio programs, 
a library, a newspaper and a chapel (with 
a revolving altar to use for both Catholic 
and Protestant services). Everything to 
add to a man’s well rounded personality 
was considered in building the Naval Air 
Station ; and when it is finished, the Naval 
Air Station is prepared to be not only 
mother, father, teacher and preacher, but 
also butcher, baker, and candlestick mak- 
er to its personnel. 

A few highlights on the station are: 

There are three auxiliary fields plus 31 
outlying practice fields.

The Navy received title to the 14,000 
acre area on 6 July 1940, and the station 
is now nearing completion. 

Millions of tons of Gulf bottom have 
been pumped up to form “made land” as 
the station expanded along the Gulf 
Coast. 

More than 17,000 carloads of material 
were used. 

More than 700,000 tons of steel building 
material went into the construction of 
nearly 400 buildings, highways, and hard- 
surfaced landing fields. 

’ Pavement in the main landing field 
alone represents 80 miles of highway. 

As many as 9,000 workmen were en- 
gaged on the project at one time. 

Construction of the base is far ahead 
of schedule, and the training of cadets 
is 14 months ahead of schedule. 

In spite of construction work still go- 
ing on, the station is operating at full 
capacity. 

The station has four huge seaplane and 
13 landplane hangars already completed 
with four more of each to come. 

There are approximately 1,000 planes 
of all types available for training pur- 
poses. 

The station will soon complete a huge 
auditorium having a seating capacity of 
1,600 with facilities for both moving pic- 
tures and stage productions and is de- 
stined to be one of the finest theatres in 
the Southwest. In addition there are 
de luxe bowling alleys and billiard tables 
for both officers and enlisted men. 

Seven of the largest and finest outdoor 
swimming pools in the Southwest are 
available to all Naval personnel.

Foreign Affairs—Storm clouds over the Pacific darkened this week as continuation 
of the negotiations between the United States and Japan became more and more diffi- 
cult, On Saturday President Roosevelt, in Warm Springs, discussed by telephone with 
Secretary of State Hull the provocative speech reported from Tokyo to have been made 
by Premier Tojo in which the statement “purge with a vengeance” was applied to the 
United States and Britain’s activities in Asia. As a result of the conversation, the 
President returned to Washington, and personally took charge of the’ situation. He 
drew up an inguiry, which he had Under Secretary of State Welles deliver to Ambassa- 
dor Nomura and Special Envoy Kurusu, formally asking the Japanese Government 
for an explanation of its intentions in so greatly strengthening its forces in Indo-China. 
This action followed by one day reports that the Japanese cabinet had authorized a 
continuation of the negotiations. Announcement was made at the White House, as had 
been previously permitted to leak out, that large Japanese naval, air and land forces 
had been moved into Indo-China and that more are on the way. The strength already 
there greatly exceeds the original limitation acceded to by the Vichy government in 
the forced agreement of last June. Their presence must be interpreted as a threat to 
Thailand, Singapore and the Dutch East Indies. Meanwhile, upset by the disturbances 
which the reports of Tojo’s speech aroused in this country, (the White House gave it 
as the cause for Mr. Roosevelt's return to Washington), the Japanese negotiators in 
Washington said that the original text had been badly garbled in translation, that 
the words “purge” or “with vengeance” were not used, that the proper translation of 
the phrase should have been “For the honor and pride of mankind this sort of practice 
must be removed.” Japanese circles further gave out that although the speech was 
prepared for General Tojo’s delivery (and was so released in advance to the Japanese 
press) he did not approve it and actually did not deliver it. However the explanation 
may have been received at the State Department or the White House, it can have no 
bearing now on the greater question of Japan’s immediate intentions for further 
aggression by way of southern Indo-China, 

In addition to the reports of Japanese concentrations in Indo-China, the admin- 
istration has information that the Tokyo government is applying pressure on Thailand 
to accept Japanese military “protection,” a type of conquest patterned after the 
European end of the Axis. Such a move would be no more acceptable by this country 
than the direct use of force. Further extension of Japanese hegemony, no matter by 
what means, would be considered by the United States as directly threatening her and 
her policies in three ways: endangering the security of the Philippines, jeopardizing 
our national security by ultimately denying us access to rubber, tin and other strategic 
materials in the Malaya Peninsula and the Dutch Hast Indies; and by cutting the 
Burma Road, interfering with the execution of our policy of lend-lease aid to China. 
There is reason to believe that the Berlin influence is being strongly exerted in Tokyo, 
not so much in promises of immediate aid if war should come but in promises of 
future aid. An attempt is being made to help the Japanese by undermining Chinese 
morale through promises to intercede with the Japanese for a more favorable settle- 
ment. 

There is a general understanding in Washington that we will take action if our 
interests in the Far East are further affected by Japanese aggression, but Britain 
has permitted her military intentions in that direction to be more widely publicized. 
London is disturbed over the threats to Singapore, Rangoon, India, Australia and New 
Zealand, Diplomatic representatives of the latter two nations, as well as Canada, have 
been following the course of the Washington negotiations with deep concern. India, 
whose vast domain virtually bridges Asia from the Near East to the Far Eastern 
theatre, watches through the keen eyes of their new Agent General to the United 
States, who reported recently that India has more than 1,000,000 men under arms. 
The Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States have been proclaimed in a 
state of emergency and like action has been taken by the friendly Sultan Sir Ibrahim 
in Johore. Most significant is the British announcement of the sending of a newly 
created fleet, headed by the new battleship HMS Prince of Wales, to Singapore. The 
release of these vessels was made possible by increased participation of the United 
States Navy in protecting the Nerth Atlantic route to the British Islands. Neither 
Britain nor the United States looks forward to immediate participation by Russia 
should there be a resort to armed force in the Far East. They do not believe the 
Soviets will initiate action in Siberia unless they can do so without weakening their 
efforts in the West. Japanese and Russian strength is now considered about equal on 
the Siberian border. 

Ambassador Steinhardt, recently returned to Washington from Moscow, believes 
that city can hold out over the Winter. By the middle of this month weather condi- 
tions are expected to make further German military activities in that region virtually 
impossible. Russia, Mr. Steinhardt is said to have reported, has suppressed all other 
interests and activities for the one aim of furthering the war effort. His main concern 
is increasing the flow of material aid to the Russian troops. 

It was to strengthen Britain’s hand in the Far East that President Roosevelt 
this week announced extension of lend-lease aid to Turkey. Under the Turko-British 
pact of 1939, England extended credits totalling 40 million pounds to Turkey, of which 
25 millions were for the purchase of British equipment, to modernize the Turkish 
Army. Unable to carry out this pledge the British, with the knowledge and consent of 
‘President Roosevelt, have been relaying lend-lease material to the Turks. Now, the 
arrangement has been made official but material will continue to go by way of the 
British. While Turkey’s firm neutrality stand is now an embarrassment to the British, 
who are denied the opportunity to strike the German flank, her friendship is vital 
,to the effort in the Near East. 

Vichy collaboration with the Axis proceeded this week with conferences between 
Marshal Pétain and Reichmarshal Goering. Officially their discussion covered, “First, 
the Bolshevik danger ; second, the British blockade which affects all European Nations, 
and finally American attempts at intervention.” Of course, there was also discussion 
of the use of the French Fleet, the French Army in Africa, and the French African 
| ports. 

The week saw no further steps toward the much discussed withdrawal of United 
| States recognition of the Vichy government in favor of recognition of the Free French 
|regime. There is probably a reluctance to cut off relationship with the Vichy regime 

for the reason, if for no other, that the continuance of the exchange of representatives 
affords us some opportunity for keeping in touch with what is going on in that country 
and of observing just how much use the Axis is making of French ports and materials. 





There is a strong possibility that if the United States should switch its recognition 
to the Free French there might be a like switch in the allegiance of the French POSseg. 
sions in the Western Hemisphere, all of which (St. Pierre, Miquelon, Martinique 
Guadeloupe, and French Guiana) are still officially loyal to the Vichy Zovernment, 
While no officially recognized followers of the Free French are on the European 
continent, the movement claims land area close to a million and a quarter square miles 
in other parts of the world, together with a population of about 10,000,000 people 
Associated with the Free French are French Equatorial Africa, the Cameroons, 
the Levant States, french India in Asia, and the Islands of the French Empire in the 
Pacific. Natural resources of these lands include such valuable material as minerals 
farm produce, cattle, cotton, rubber, vegetable oils and many useful jungle products, 

Significant is Prime Minister Churchill’s announcement this week that his goy. 
ernment proposes a broadening of the British Conscription basis from the present age 
range of 19 to 41 to include men of ages 184% to 50 years and possibly women from % 
to 30 years of age. “The crisis of manpower and womanpower is at hand,” the Prime 
Minister told the House of Commons, “and will dominate the year 1942.” Aid frop 
America is easing the need for weapons, but the far flung theatres of war are now 
beginning to make their demands on manpower. 


Field Artillery—Two new artillery weapons, a 4.5 inch gun and an improved 1% 
mm. howitzer, have been standardized after tests of pilot models. The 155-mm, hoy. 
itzer is a modern weapon believed to be superior to any type howitzer of this caliber 
now used in the present war. The 4.5 inch gun is a powerful light weapon suitable for 
corps artillery as well as anti-tank missions. Both weapons were tested at Aberdeep 
Proving Ground, Md. Carriages on which the guns are mounted are interchangeable 

Orders were issued last week for the transfer of the 99th Field Artillery Battalion 
from Edgewood Arsenal, Md., to Ft. Bragg, N. C., for a permanent change of station, 
Movement is to be made when quarters and stables are available for the unit at Ft 
Bragg and after release is obtained from the Commanding General, Fourth Corps Area, 


Navy Selection Board—The President this week approved the report of the Line 
Selection Board which recommended 316 officers of the grade of lieutenant (jg) for 
promotion to lieutenant. In the selection of the 316 lieutenants for promotion, the 
board picked only two officers who had been passed over by a previous board. The 
board began its selection with No. 5172 on the promotion list, according to the 1 July 
Register, and ended with No. 5498. In the selection of an actual 314 officers, the 
board considered 326 officers on the promotion list, passing over 12 officers. The percent- 
age of selection was slightly more than 96. 

The board convened in the Navy Department on 17 Nov. Capt. Augustine H. Gray, 
USN, was president of the board. Other members included the following captains, 
U. 8S. Navy: Franklin 8S. Steinwachs, Ernest G. Small, Aaron 8. Merrill, Chapman ¢.

Promote Retired Officers—Army orders during the past few days have carried 4 
number of orders promoting retired officers now on active duty to higher temporary 
rank. These appointments, fairly frequent in the past, had been suspended for some 
months while Army personnel officers studied the retired officer promotion system. As 
a result of those studies, it was decided to place retired officers on the same promotion 
basis as Regular officers of the same grades, that is, retired officers on active duty in 
order to be temporarily promoted must have the length of service in grade required 
for Regulars, must be recommended by their commanding officers, and must be of 
proven efficiency. 


Army Officer Promotions—<Action on a number of temporary promotions to various 
grades in the Army loomed this week as a possibility within the near future. A new 








list of nominees for temporary general officer rank is understood to be before the 
President, while a third list of about 100 lieutenant colonels selected for temporary 
promotion to colonel is being drawn up for submission to the Chief of Staff and the 
Secretary of War within the near future. Any promotions to colonelcies will involve 
a corresponding number of advancements of majors to lieutenant colonel, since War 
Department policy has been to advance majors to the higher rank as vacancies were 
created among the lieutenant colonels, due in turn to promotion of officers of that 
rank to higher grades. 

The vacancies referred to are not numbers of files in the various grades set 7 
statute, but are based upon the needs of the Army. Consequently, it is understood 
that the increase of the Army to 1,847,000 men contemplated in the supplemental 
defense estimates now before Congress will call for a small increase in the number of 
officers of various grades. 


Infantry—In spite of the assignment of several Infantry officers to the Neosho, Mo, 
Replacement Training Center, indications point that this center will not become a 
Infantry Replacement Training Center. The War Department, in announcing that 
construction for a Replacement Training Center was being carried out at Neosho, sta 
that the center would be used as a Signal Corps Replacement Center and as 4 center 
for another branch “not yet determined.” Nevertheless, the Infantry has continued 
to send its officers to the center including an executive officer, plans and training officer, 
range oflicer, etc. However, it was stated this week that despite these assignments the 
Infantry’s plans for the center are of such a nature that they may be changed without 
much difficulty.

Chemical Warfare Service—The conclusion of the First Army maneuvers on Sun- 
day, 30 Nov., found Chemical Warfare Service units ending a period of intense train- 
ing, and preparing to return to their home stations at Edgewood Arsenal, Md. 
The Chemical Warfare Service troops in the First Army are under the command 
of Col. Haig Shekerjian, CWS, while the troops which participated in the maneu- 
vers were under the immediate command of Lt. Col. E. Bullene, CWS. 

Its success already demonstrated during the Second and Third Army maneuvers 
in Louisiana this summer, the Chemical Warfare Service’s technique of employing 
smoke against tank attack was employed again during the First Army maneuvers, 
when the Second Separate Chemical Battalion, working directly with anti-tank 
units, laid down a smoke barrage, which forced “enemy” tanks to a halt, resulting 
in their “destruction” by anti-tank fire. 

It was explained this week by Chemical Warfare Service officials that a tank 
crew must be able to see where it is going, or it must stop. Faced then with a 
thick layer of smoke in front of it, the tank crew has no choice but to stop, where- 
upon the anti-tank guns, which had been previously place as a result of close co- 
operation with the Chemical Warfare Service units, blast away. This technique was 
employed with demonstrated successes during the First Army maneuvers, as well 
48 during the Third Army maneuvers. 

Whereas in war time, the smoke would be laid by means of chemical mortars, 
it was necessary in the maneuvers to use smoke candles. 

The 10th Maintenance Company, CWS, throughout the First Army maneuver 
Period, repaired gas masks which had become worn out during the progress of the 
maneuvers, When a soldier’s gas mask becomes worn out or needs minor repairs, 
the mask is turned over to the maintenance company, and a new one is issued the 
‘oldier. The maintenance company, equipped to repair the masks quickly and effi- 
cently, then makes them ready for troop service again. 

Meanwhile, the 412th Chemical Depot Company was busy during the maneuver 
Period seeing to it that the Chemical Warfare Service needs of the First Army 
Were met. All units of the First Army were supplied by this Chemical Warfare 
Service company.

Col. James W. Lyon, CWS, recently Chemical Officer, Hawaiian Department, 
is now on special duty as an Inspector in the Office of the Chief, Chemical Warfare 
Service. 


Armored Force—The first demonstration of the Army’s mammoth 60-ton tank, 
the T-1, will be held at the Baldwin Locomotive Works, Eddystone, Pa., next week. 
According to early reports this vehicle, the largest tank ever constructed, has proved 
highly satisfactory, contrary to the adverse publicity it has received. Although to date 
only company tests have been held, the tank is reported to be faster and as maneuver- 
able as the Army’s M-3 medium tank. While it has one drawback in that it is too heavy 
for some highway bridges, it must be remembered that the Corps of Engineers is en- 
tirely capable of throwing up a pontoon bridge to allow passage of this tank, or to re- 
inforce highway bridges to hold it. While its possibilities on the battlefield are un- 
known, it is reported that the War Department is going ahead with plans for the 
future use of these tanks, which are still a long way from being into production. 
Preparations are being made for the movement of this tank, via special railroad 
flatcar to Aberdeen, Md., for official Army tests. 

The T-1 tank is the heaviest armed vehicle ever built for the American Army. 
Although the War Department has not released any information on the T-1, it is 
reported that the vehicle carries a 75-mm. gun mounted in its turret. It is supposedly 
of new design which will tend to cause a high velocity shell to glance off rather than 
penetrate its thick armor. The tank provides for a crew of seven men. 

The soldiers riding in the tanks of the Armored Force are assured ample pro- 
tection this winter for fingers and hands operating weapons and equipment. A twin 
glove of wool and leather has just been perfected for the Armored Force by the 
Quartermaster Corps. The outer glove has leather palms and thumbs. An inner 
glove is fashioned of knitted wool. A strap fastens the twin glove’s large gauntlet 
over the overcoat sleeves to keep out cold air. 

American tanks are getting their first trial in actual combat on the desert sands 
of Libya and from early reports they are proving successful. British sources estimate 
that from 340 to 360 American-built tanks are now in use in the Libyan offensive. 
While it appears that these American tanks compare favorably with those the 
British or the Axis powers possess, it is admitted that they have developed some 
“bugs.” As to what all these “bugs” are, the British evidently are reporting to 
the War Department. It is reported however, that the British have found that the 
rubber treads on the American tanks are not of great value in desert fighting. The 
sand, the British say, cuts the rubber treads. This was reported to the War Depart- 
ment and it is said that steel treads are being rushed to Cairo for distribution to 
the British at the war front. 

The 5th Armored “Victory” Division, the Army’s newest division, under 
the command of Brig. Gen. Jack W. Heard, USA, has grown from a handful 
of officers and enlisted men at its activation 1 Oct., to a robust fighting combina- 
tion of more than six thousand. Although the “baby” of the Armored Forces does 
not even approach its proposed strength, the influx of men from the replacement 
training centers of the various branches of the service, along with the arrival of 
many carloads of equipment, give evidence that the “Victory” Division is well on 
its way. A full program of training in the combat technique peculiar to the Armored 
Force is underway. 

Following three months of continuous field training, the 1st Armored Division 
from Ft. Knox, Ky., on 2 Deec., departed from the Carolinas maneuver area for its 
home station. The division, commanded by Maj. Gen. Bruce Magruder, took off from 
It. Knox 1 Sept., traveled 20,000,000 total miles when all the speedometer readings 
of its vehicles were added together, crossed 11 states and engaged in eight maneuver 
problems varying in length from two to six days. 


Army Recruiting Service—Maj. Gen. Emory 8. Adams, The Adjutant General of the 
Army, in a letter to the Recruiting Service, this week stated: “I take this oppor- 
tunity to extend my deep appreciation to the officers and enlisted men of the 
United States Army Recruiting Service for the magnificent job they have done dur- 
ing these trying times. My congratulations!

Airborne Task Foree—Contrary to general opinion the Army’s regular 88th Infantry 
Airborne Battalion did not participate in the Carolina maneuvers. The battalion 
of airborne Infantry troops, which after a simulated attack on Pope Field, Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., came in for a wealth of praise from the press and from Army officers was drawn 
from a regular Infantry regiment. It was the 3rd Battalion of the 9th Infantry 
attached to the Second Division at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., and for the sake of ex- 
perimentation, the decision to use this unit was made only two days ahead of the 
scheduled employment of airborne troops in the maneuvers. The battalion was re- 
duced in strength, given virtually all the light machine guns in the entire 9th Infantry, 
put aboard 42 transports and flown to the maneuvers area. The battalion carried with 
it its 37-mm. guns and Si-mm. mortars, Its employment, witnessed by a group of the 
highest ranking officers in the Army, was a complete success, 

The fact that the regular S8th Airborne Infantry Battalion was not used and that 
the 3rd Battalion was converted for this special assignment doubtless was a deliberate 
move by the General Staff to determine the possibilities of adapting regular battalions 
for special airborne assignments. The 88th Battalion was formed for the purpose 
of answering two pertinent questions. The first: Is there a great difference between 
specially trained airborne troops and regular troops converted for special airborne 
assignments? The second: If converted to special airborne tasks, what are the con- 
version factors encountered in the change over from a regular battalion? The General 
Staff closely observed the 3rd Battalion in its assignment at Pope Field. The 88th 
Airborne Battalion went through its first assignment this week in a demonstration at 
MacDill Field, Tampa, Fla. The General Staff observed the SSth Battalion closely in 
its MacDill Field assignment. The future of the airborne battalion as a special unit 
may hinge on the comparison. 

At any rate, already there is one important problem concerning these troops that 
is being given special attention by the General Staff. That is mobility. The 3rd Bat- 
talion in its exercise had no jeeps, tanks, motorcycles or bicycles. They were entirely 
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foot soldiers. It is agreed that these troops must be given mobility, but to what degree 
—that is in number of vehicles and what types—is yet to be worked out. 

Incidentally the designation “Airborne Task Force,” although confusing to many 
will be more familiar as airborne and parachute experiments continue. The Airborne 
Task Force is now the official designation of the combination of parachute troops, 
airborne Infantry and air transports. When the term Airborne Task Force is used, 
it literally means that elements of the Provisional Parachute Group, the Airborne 
Infantry and the Provisional Transport Group are combined into an individual unit 
under direct control of the Airborne Task Force commander. The Provisional 
Transport Group is the designation for the transport planes assigned to the 
Airborne Task Force Commander for the transportation of parachute and airborne 
troops. Col, William C. Lee, Inf., commander of the Provisional Parachute Group is 
the commanding oflicer of the Airborne Task Force. 


Army Air Forees—Heretofore unannounced data as to the strength of the Army 
Air Forces, disclosing that the Army now has more than 2,500 combat planes in service, 
was officially disclosed late last week. The source of the material was a speech made by 
Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, deputy Chief of Staff for Air and Chief of the Army Air 
Forces, before a group of officers and cadets at West Point. General Arnold disclosed 
that: “In spite of heavy diversion of planes abroad,” the Army last month had 2,5 
combat planes compared to 1,000 at the beginning of the emergency. He said that while 
few planes were then moden craft, we are now procuring in “ever-increasing quantity” 
the “best fighting airplanes in existence.”” About 800 combat planes were in the Army’s 
overseas bases last month, compared to but a “handful” when the emergency began. 
As to the performance of American planes, General Arnold said that the ceiling of the 
B-17 has been increased from 25,000 to 34,000 feet and its speed to 320 miles per hour. 
He added that the B-24 is so maneuverable in spite of its size that the RAF stuck four 
cannon in the nose, equipped it with anti-submarine devices and depth charges and uses 
it as a fighter. 

The Air Force strength last month was nearly 17,000 officers and 180,000 enlisted 
men with 10,000 flying cadets. It will reach an overall strength of 41,000 officers and 
600,000 enlisted men, including auxiliary personnel from other branches of the Army 
when the present expansion is complete, General Arnold said. 

General Arnold also declared that “the single-engine fighter, with its superior 
maneuverability, appears to hold the edge over other fighter types. It should have 
every ounce of fire power it can carry without impairing necessary performance. The 
fighter during the day is more than a match for bombardment airplanes, but before 
long it must push its ceiling above 40,000 feet—some say 50,000 feet—if it is to main- 
tain this supremacy, in view of the fact, that as I have pointed out, our B-17’s are 
already operating at 35,000 feet.” He also indicated that some of the larger horsepower 
engines (which are reportedly far in excess to 2,000 horsepower) may have already 
been delivered to the Materiel Division at Wright Field. General Arnold said that 
the Materiel Division “has not been sitting with its thumb in its mouth. Once you get 
up into very high horsepower brackets you have a headache finding a propeller which 
will absorb the horses. The use of as many as eight blades and counter-rotating propel- 
lers will probably be the answer, since you can not put a 30-foot propeller on a pursuit 
plane.” 

Maj. Gen. George H. Brett, Chief of the Army Air Corps, revealed this week that 
he was under fire by “enemy” aircraft while flying in an airplane over the Mediter- 
ranean, It is believed that General Brett is the first American general to be under 
fire during the current war. General Brett was flying from Malta to Egypt when the 
incident occurred. Although there were no casualties, General Brett’s plane was fired 
at by a destroyer and an enemy plane which dived at the craft in which he was a 
passenger. . 

One phase of aerial activity in the recently completed Carolinas maneuvers that 
has been given little attention has been liaison between planes, headquarters, squad- 
rons, etc. In the first phase of the GHQ-directed maneuvers, the Ist Air Support 
Command's signal system was given its first field test under conditions approaching 
those of actual war. Signal Corps units of the command laid miles of wire linking the 
base headquarters with advance headquarters of the flying units and with Army head- 
quarters. Switchboards were set up, teletypes were installed, field radio stations on 
wheels were tested and re-tested, and wires were tied in with commercial facilities 
to make a network covering the entire state. The final analysis showed dozens of 
group and squadron headquarters, scores of airplanes in the air—all in almost con- 
stant communication. The signal units of the 1st Air Support Command according 
to survey were better than even had been anticipated for so new a unit and the other 
members of the Ist Air Support Command are out to see that they get the credit they 
deserve. 

The first after-dark landing at the Air Corps Basic Flying School, Greenville, 
Miss., was made recently when Maj. Joel E. Mallory, Post Operations Officer, set his 
ship down there by the aid of automobile and truck headlights. The first daytime 
landing at this new airdrome was made about a month ago. Present plans call for 
the installation of complete lighting equipment at this post. 

Terminating its activities, the bombradier school at Barksdale Field, La., re- 
turned to history last week with the graduation of its last class of 64 students. The 
bombardier school, under the direction of Maj. J. P. Rayan, is being moved to Albu- 
querque, N. M., its transfer having been ordered because of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions at high altitudes in the Barksdale area. Barksdale Field will retain its twin- 
engine school until other twin-engine schools now under construction in the South- 
east Air Corps Training Center are completed. It will then become a base for combat 
pilots. 

Indicative of the expansion that has occurred in the Air Corps, the Gulf Coast 
Air Corps Training Center announced this week that a total of 6,992 aviation students 
were under training—18 times the training strength in February, 1939 and 3,000 more 
students than five weeks ago. Training strengths last week included 4,588 pilots, 432 
observers, navigators and bombardiers, and 2,171 novices at the Replacement training 
centers. The pilots, in various stages of primary, basic and advanced training, are in 
23 schools scattered through five states. 

On 21 Novy., the entire personnel of Losely Field, Ponce, Puerto Rico, bade farewell 
to Lt. Col. and Mrs, Delmar H. Dunton, who are returning to the states where Colonel 
Dunton has been assigned to Duncan Field, Tex. Colonel Dunton was one of the officers 
who took the first contingent of Air Corps personnel to Losely Field and as com- 
manding officer built one of the first air bases in the Caribbean area. In ceremonies 
arranged by Maj. Glenn O. Barcus, who commands the Pursuit Group, Colonel and 
Mrs. Dunton were escorted between two rows of squadrons of the post which lined the 
entire length of the road to the main gate. As Colonel and Mrs. Dunton passed, all 











personnel rendered a military salute in farewell. The 269th Infantry band furnished 
music for the occasion. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Rear Adm. Ben Moreell, (CEC), USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, was sworn in 1 Dec. for a second four-year term as chief 
of that bureau. The simple ceremonies took place in the office of Rear Admiral Moreel] 
where various officers of the bureau gathered to witness them. Ralph Day, Civilian 
attorney in the office of the Judge Advocate General, administered the oath. 

Rear Adm. W. B. Woodson, USN, Judge Advocate General of the Navy wa, 
present to congratulate Rear Admiral Moreell, who expressed his appreciation for the 
cooperation of the various bureaus and offices of the Navy and Marine Corps anq 
pledged the efforts of the Bureau of Yards and Docks to continue doing its utmost to 
carry its phase of the Naval defense program forward with all its energies. 


Quartermaster Corps—Brig. Gen. J. E. Barzynski, commanding general, Chicago, 
Ill., Quartermaster Depot, has announced that the Army’s new experimental emer. 
gency ration has been officially named the U. 8. Army Field Ration “K.” Tests are 
continuing at the Subsistence Research Laboratory at Chicago, and it is expected that 
several thousand units will soon be prepared for exhaustive field tests by air, tank, 
parachute and other Army personnel. 

Lt. Col. R. A. Isker, who heads the Depot laboratory, and Dr. Ancel Keys, of the 
University of Minnesota, will accompany one group of the test troops to ascertain 
their reactions to the new ration. 

Mrs. Mery] P. Stone, nationally known authority in the field of dietetics, has beep 
appointed as a food consultant in the Subsistence Branch of the Quartermaster 
Corps, and will be an associate of Miss Mary Barber, food consultant to the Secretary 
of War, the War Department announced this week. 

Mrs. Stone in her new position will assist in the planning of menus, will confer 
with food authorities, and will address various organizations and agencies throughout 
the country on the subject of Army Dietetics. 

A report of construction activities executed by the Office of the Zone I Con 
structing Quratermaster, Boston, Mass., reveals that in the period from 1 Jan., to1 
Nov., housing was provided for 79,744 troops in New England; complete living facili- 
ties have been provided for the population of a modern city approximately the size of 
Lawrence, Mass.; 3,291 buildings have been built; and that more than 250 acres of 
floor space have been constructed in buildings in the First Zone. 


Chaplains—The General Commission on Army and Navy Chaplains is sponsoring a 
movement to have many American families invite at least one soldier, sailor, or 
marine as a guest for Christmas dinner. The organization has maintained that 
Army and Navy Christmas meals will definitely be good ones; but states that “an 
Army barracks is not a home, and the most efficient and sanitary mess hall is not 
a dinning room.” Chaplains at all Army posts are cooperating with the chaplain 
organization in this project. 

His life despaired of as a result of a serious injury received in the Battle of 
Gettysburg, Ch. William F. Hubbard, USA-Ret., the Army’s oldest chaplain, will 
celebrate his 96th birthday on 17 Dee. at his home in Van Nuys, Calif. After the 
Civil War, Chaplain Hubbard returned to the home of his parents in Syracuse, 
N. Y., where he studied law, and was admitted to the bar. He later decided to enter 
the ministry, and was ordained a priest in 1877, when he was appointed Post 
Chaplain by President Grover Cleveland. Chaplain Hubbard’s first post was Ft. 
Buford, Dakota Territory, after which he was stationed at Ft. Walla Walla, Wash. 
After a period of extended sick leave, Chaplain Hubbard was retired, and since 
1889 he has made his home at Van Nuys. 

Ch. Leon M. Hall, who served as Chaplain of the Reception Center at Ft 
Bragg, N. C., prior to his recent transfer to duty aboard the Army Transport 
Thomas H. Barry, visited Ft. Bragg last week, where he inspected 21 newly com- 
pleted regimental chapels. Chaplain Hall returned this week to duty aboard the 
Thomas H. Barry, which travels between New York and the new Atlantic island 
bases. 


Ordnance Department—Production of TNT at the two government-owned plants, 
the Kankakee Ordnance Works, Joliet, Ill., and the Weldon Spring Ordnance Works, 
Weldon Spring, Mo., increased 111% in the first 20 days of November, the War 
Department said late last week. Still further advances are expected when these 
two plants begin capacity production which will be augmented by future produc 
tion at other plants now under construction. 

Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, reported late last week to 
Under Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson that $53,500,000 has been made avail- 
able by the Defense Plant Corporation for the construction or expansion of rivet 
less armor casting facilities. These new facilities, General Wesson explained, are 
required to provide for cast steel tank hulls and tank turrets. 

In was revealed in General Wesson’s report that a minimum of 30% of future 
tank production will have the cast steel hull; while the balance is expected to be 
of welded construction. Thus, it is indicated that complete elimination of the 
riveted type of construction on medium and light tanks is expected shortly. 

Col. William E. Larned has been appointed commanding officer of the Pict 
tinny Arsenal, Dover, N. J., succeeding Brig. Gen. John B. Rose, who has beel 
made Chief of the Ammunition Division, Office of the Chief of Ordnance. 

Brig. Gen. G. M. Barnes, Chief of the Ordnance Department Research-Engt- 
neering Division, reported this week that powerful six-inch guns will augment fixed 
armaments on the United States’ seacoasts and island defense chain. Productio 
of barbette carriages for the guns and newly-conceived protective armor-plated 
hoods has already begun, he said. 

Pilot model of the new mount, which has all-around traverse, has been tested 
at the Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md. The gun shoots a projectile weighing more 
than 100 pounds, which can disable or sink light or medium class warships at loné 
range. 

The thick armor-plate “hood” forms full protection for the gun crew against 
aircraft bombs or artillery shell. 

The War Department has awarded a contract for consultation service and 
advice to architect-engineer and constructor regarding adequacy of design, 
struction of plant and production equipment for the manufacture of ammoniua 
nitrate and anhydrous ammonia at the Ozark Ordnance Works, El Dorado, Ark. 
The Lion Chemical Corporation recipient of the contract award, will operate the 
plant when it is compieted.

Employing strategy whose merit is still 
being discussed in football quarters, the | 
Army team chose to kick off to Navy, 
rather than receive, even though the Mid 
dies had just marched 69 yards to a score. 
The decision proved fatal. Once again, the 
Nuvy eleven, heavy in reserves, took the 
kickoff and moved an identical 69 yards 
to another score, the last of the game. 

The Midshipmen in winning their third 
straight game over Army preserved a tra 
dition of their coach, Maj. Emory EK, Lar 
sen, USMC, who played on three Navy | 
football teams which won over Army in | 
1919, 1920, and 1921, and who coached 
three Navy teams, 1939, 1940, and 1941 
who each bested Army in the great Ser 
vice game, Major Larsen has been as 
signed to new duty at the Naval War 
College, Newport, R. L.. and thus bows 
out of the Navy football picture with a 
perfect record over Army.

Navy Warrant Officers 

The Navy Department's own warrant 
officer legislation, written on the demand 
of members of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee that the department come for- 
ward with some concrete proposals of its 
own, has been completed and referred to 
the Bureau of the Budget, it was learned 
this week, 

It is not known whether the Budget 
will complete action on the measure in 
time for its submission to Congress by 9 
Dec., the date asked by the Naval Com- 
mittee, 

The Navy Department has consistent- 
'y opposed various Congressional mea- 
sures designed to boost warrant officer 
morale by affording further promotion in 
that grade by setting up an officer spe- 
cialist corps. 

At House hearings in October on H. R. 
5483, a bill designed to set up warrant 
grades of ensign, junior grade lieutenant 
and lieutenant in addition to the present 
wirrant and commissioned warrant 
grades, (ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 18 
Oct.), after hearing departmental oppo- 
sition to the measure, the committee voted 
to defer action on the bill, but asked the 
department to draw a measure which 
would: 

1, Amend existing law so that warrant 
officers who qualify for regular officer 
commissions might enter as lieutenants 
(junior grade) instead of as ensigns, 

2. Providé a third echelon of promotion 
in the warrant grade, above the present 
chief warrant rank.

Financial Digest 

Settlement of the railroad labor diffi- 
culties by arbitration was successfully ac- 
complished this week. However, the in- 
creased cost to the operaters will most 
likely be followed by an increase in tariff. 
Trattic officials of the roads met in Chicago 
to discuss a blanket increase in freight 
und pas enger rates to off-set the $300,- 
000,000 wage increase, 

The coal arbitration board completed 
its hearings this week, and the members 
settled down to a study of the evidence. 
It is possible that a decision may be an- 
nounced today or early next week, 

‘the Department of Commerce, in its 


discussion of the busines situation, 
stutes: 
“Business activity again rose at a 


slower pace in October, as industry con- 
tinued adjustments occasioned by the 
change-over from civilian to military out- 
put. Raw material problems became in- 
creasingly acute for many lines, with 
copper added to the commodities denied 
to a long list of civilian consumers, and 
all nonessential construction refused pri- 
ority aid, Numerous other actions by the 
defense agencies testified to the increas- 
ing tempo in which resources are being 
diverted to defense, and foreshadowed 
even more sweeping actions in the future. 
The rate of defense expenditure in Octo- 
ber rose to approximately 1.7 billion, al- 
most double the March-April rate, 


“Though income payments had ad- 
vanced in September, partly as a result 
of heavy farm marketings at higher 


prices, the basic retarding influence now 
exercised by metal shortages on the over- 
all level of business activity is apparent. 

“Despite steadily expanding order 
backlogs and a rising tide of armament 
output, the advance in aggregate indus- 
trial production and factory employment 
in recent months has been much less rapid 
than that of the first half of the year. 
Moreover, electric power output is not 
extending its earlier sharp advance, while 
freight loadings did not show the usual 
fall rise. Shipments reached 922,884 
weekly, their peak for the year to that 
time, but only 1 per cent above the weekly 
volume attained during August. Neither 
coul nor. miscellaneous (industrial) 
freight, most important from a volume 


standpoint, expanded as had been ex- 
pected earlier. 
“Tron ore shipments on the Great 


Lakes, while remaining large, were down 
slightly in October as traflic at the Soo 
was interrupted by collapse of a railway 
bridge. 

“Construction continued to be in good 
volume, notwithstanding growing diffi- 
culty in obtaining prompt delivery of 
plumbing and other metal-using supplies. 
Almost all branches of building are ac- 
tive, with sizeable contract backlogs at 
hand for the fall and winter season, par- 
ticularly in residential and factory build- 
ing. 

“On the retail front, trade continued 
strong though the seasonally corrected 
aggregates have not matched the unusual 
summer performance previously reviewed. 

“Some question had been raised as to 
whether a combination of the 15 per cent 
rise in prices, the new 7 per cent Federal 
tax, stiffer credit terms, and some for- 
ward buying in spring and summer was 
limiting new automobile purchasing. Sep- 
tember passenger-car sales were 111,500 
units, 20 per cent under a year ago, but 
the market could hardly be gauged so 
early in the new selling season. Though 
price and credit considerations will influ- 
ence the movement of cars, a market will 
probably exist for such output as the in-

dustry is able to achieve.

Maneuver Comments 

(Following is a continuation of the 
conmments by Lt. Gen. L. J. MeNair, Chief 
of Staff, GHQ, on the Carolina maneu- 
vers): 

Section VIII 
Antitank Defense 

“114. Instances were observed early in 
the maneuver when plans for the emp!loy- 
ment of antitank units of various echelons 
were not coordinated. Better coordination 
was observed as the maneuver progressed. 
Coordination is essential if effective AT 
defense is to be had, 

“115. Gun positions were noted from 
which effective fires could not have been 
delivered, Many gun positions were ex 
cellently located for fields of fire and 
concealment. 

“116. The value of attaching observa- 
tion aviation to large AT units was 
demonstarted on 18 November when one 
group received information of the ad- 
vance of the Ist Armored Division one 
hour and forty-five minutes before it re- 
ceived such information from the com- 
mander under whom it was operating. 

“117. Failure to provide march security 
was observed on one occasion, This re 
sulted in elements of an antitank group 
running headlong into tanks. 

“118. Jamming of vehicles on the roads 
wus frequent. 

“119. Little use was made of the Enzi- 
neer elements of the antitank units, or of 
road blocks, demolitions, and mines by 
these units. Despite the desire for of- 
fensive employment of these units, defen- 
sive measures especially for local defense 
wre of material aid in enhancing the ef- 
fectiveness of the guns. 

“120. Little attention was paid to con- 
cealment in many units. There was a 
strong tendency to place guns near land 
marks such as crossroads, buildings, and 
sma'l woods, thereby assisting opposing 
artillery and combat aviation in locating 
them. 

“121. The mator use of antitank mines 
occurred in) temporary road-blocks  be- 
cause both forces had offensive missions. 
The use of mines in extensive mine fields 
was negligib'e. In general, all units ob- 
served using antitank mines need train 
ing in the tactics of their use and the 
technique of handling and placing them. 

“122. The use of natural obstacles, re- 
inforced by engineer tasks, to restrict 
tank movement was confined almost en- 
tirely to demolition of bridges and blow 
ing rond craters. The value of many of 
these demolitions was practically lost be- 
cause of failure to defend them. 

“123. In general, antitank warning sys- 
tems were excellently planned and warn- 
ings of tank threat prompt!y given. In 
some units this important service has not 
received proper attention. 

“124. Throwing of articles at armored 
vehicles other than the permitted bags of 
flour was reported on several occasions. 
This conduct is not only dangerous, but 
highly reprehensible. A tank driver was 
reported burned severely about the eyes 
asa result of a smoke grenade which was 
thrown through the open driver’s port of 
his tank.” 

Section IX 
Air Force 

“125, Observation aviation was used 
less skillfully than other classes of avia- 
tion. Then tendency persists in stating 
observation missions in general terms. 
Missions to aerial observers must be spe- 
cific in asking for the information desired. 
In order to get information quickly only 
small demands should be made in any 
single mission. Light observation planes 
were often flown over enemy territory for 
which they are built. Observation planes 
frequently flew too low for safety from 
antiaircraft fire. On one day, 60 observa- 
tion planes out of 51 which were main- 
tained in commission by one force were 
reported shot down by antiaircraft fire. 
This indicates disregard of tactical doc- 
trine by observation pilots, 

“126, Long term and strategic consider 
ations were subordinated to the immedi 
ate air support needs of the ground forces 
on both sides in this maneuver, Where the 
play is known to be of short duration and 
losses in personnel and planes are re- 


placed each midnight this is inevitable. In 
reality the hostile air force would receive 
much more consideration and command- 
ers would pay more attention to the con- 
servation of their air strength. 

“127. Bombardment was used aggres- 
sively by Red from the start in a manner 
to impede the Blue advance, while Biue 
withheld his bombers initially. In the lat- 
ter part of the phase both sides attacked 
enemy airdromes as well as objectives in 
the battle area. 

“128. Pursuit was used normally, ex- 
cept that more use was made of it for 
attacking ground objectives than prob- 
ably would have been justified in a real 
situation. Use was also made of pursuit 
on photographie and air force reconnais- 
sance missions, as has been found neces- 
sary in the war abroad.” 

Section X 
Anti-Aircraft Defense 

“129. Our ground troops are not suffi- 
ciently air conscious. Personnel continues 
to look skyward at airplanes, either pass- 
ing over or attacking. Columns of closely 
spaced vehicles, both moving and halted 
along the road frequently were seen. Dur- 
ing daylight and under the constant 
threat of hostile air attack such condi- 
tions invite devastating attacks. 

“130. The posting of anti-aircraft look- 
outs with an adequate warning system 


must be habitual. In some units an inade- | 


quate warning system was noted. The re- 
sult of failure to provide adequate warn- 
ing measures may be excessive losses in 
equipment, material, and personnel. 

“131. Both armies made a commend- 
able effort to provide antiaircraft artil- 
lery defense for important elements or 
installations in forward areas. 

“132. Dispersion and concealment by 
AA units were’ generally’ excellent 
throughout the area. In some cases, fire 
units were too elaborately camouflaged to 
permit prompt engagement of either 
aerial or ground targets. On the other 








hand, some elements made little or no at- | 


tempt to camouflage their weapons. The 
maximum camouflage consistent with in- 
stant 


readiness for action should be the | 


rule. The camouflage of outriggers should | 


receive particular attention. 

“133. In many cases weapons were em- 
placed in low areas or near the edge of 
woods where fields of fire were lighted 
when positions in open areas or on com- 
manding elevations were available. 

“134. There is a tendency to emplace 
gun batteries too far from the objective 


heing defended, particularly when there | 


is a threat of attack by dive bombard- 
ment aviation. Fire control instruments, 
battery command posts and guns in some 
instances were so widely separated that 
control was difficult or impossible. 

“135. In general, motorized movements 
were well timed and executed. However, 
several instances of unsatisfactory execu- 
tion were noted both by AA and other 
units, 

“136. Most of the antiaircraft batteries 
opened fire and continued firing without 
due attention to accuracy of fire and 
economy of ammunition. Action in prep- 
aration of fire, equipment and material 
was simulated to an unnecessary and un- 
desirable degree. Plans for fire direction 
in some cases were inadequate. Some bat- 
teries lacked a well-ordered plan in the 
battery whereby each officer and man has 
a specific task to accomplish during every 
operation. A few instances were noted 
where units failed to take advantage of 
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an excellent opportunity for further train 
ing. 

“137. Many antiaireraft units carrie 
unnecessary and unauthorized articles of 
equipment to camp and in some caseg ty 
tactical positions.”

Merchant Marine 

Unemployment among America’s deep 
sea merchant seamen should be virtually 
eliminated with the repeal of the Neutra) 
ity Act restrictions and the greatly jy 
creased output of new vessels from thp 
nation’s shipyards, the Maritime Con 
mission announced this week. 

Basing its assumption upon a_ report 
made by the Division of Economics anq 
Statistics, the Commission explained tha 
employment of men aboard American 
flag ships reached its high point, sinep 
the outbreak of the European war, jy 
Oct., 1939, when 54,550 seamen were work 
ing. Subsequent enactment of the Ney 
trality Law and the closing of combat 
zone ports to United States ships resulted 
in sharp decline in employment of mep 
on combination passenger and cargo ships 

Maritime officials expect that employ 
ment of seafaring men will reach an all 
time high either late in 1942 or early 1943, 
when America’s ships begin to come dowy 
the ways at the rate of two a day. 

The Maritime Commission announced 
this week that during the month of De 
cember a total of 30 vessels are scheduled 
to be launched, thus reaching the goal 
of “a ship a day.” A further speedup is 
planed to result in launching two ships 
a day by the middle of 1942. Of the % 
vessels to be launched during December, 
25 are the new Liberty ships, four are 
general cargo vessels, and one is a tanker 

Stressing the importance of production 
engineering, Mr. J. KE. Schmeltzer, direc 


tor of the construction division, Mari 
time Commission, told the Washington 
Society of Engineers this week that, 


“The shipyard of today is purely an as 
sembly point.” He pointed out that fab 
ricating shops have been set up in assem 
bly lines, so that raw material enters at 
one end of the shop and is delivered from 
the other end completely fabricated and 
pre-assembled. Actual assembly, he ex 
plained, takes place on the ways, thus 
facilitating greatly America’s ship pro 
duction.

proval of an appropriation for more 
than $26,000,000 for the Coast Guard, 
Congress has been asked by President 
Roosevelt to vote another $18,831,492 for 
the rapidly expanding Coast Guard. 

The request for the funds was made by 
the Navy Department, as the emergency 
administrators of the Coast Guard. In- 
cluded in the estimates are funds for pay 
and allowances of personnel, ship and 
shore construction, improvement of aids 
to navigation, and rental of additional 
ice-breaking vessels on the Great Lakes, 
to insure passage of ore and other cargoes 
through as much of the winter as pos 
sible. 

Largest item in the proposed Coast 
Guard appropriation is $8,717,300, mainly 
for the construction of an ice-breaking 
cutter, recently authorized by law for use 
on the Great Lakes, and for the perma 
nent installation of magnetic mine pro- 
tection aboard 29 Coast Guard vessels 
on which temporary installations had 
been previously made. 

Other large appropriations would pro 
vide $4,750,000 for general expenses dur 
ing 1942, which includes the rebuilding 
and repairing of stations, repairing ves 
sels, communications, maintaining buoys, 
and renting of ice-breaking vessels on the 
Great Lakes ; and $4,285,537 which would 
provide for 2,632 enlisted men for the 
last six months of the current fiseal year, 
who will be required chiefly for captain-of 
the-port duty, and for increased pay of 
enlisted men, authorized by the aét of 18 
Aug.

Publication of War Plans 

“The publication made yesterday are of 
unfinished studies of our production re 
quirements for national defense which 
have been carried on by the General Staff 
as part of their duties in this emergency,”

“They have never constituted an auth 
orized program of the government. While 
their publication will doubtless be of 
gratification to our potential enemies, and 
a possible source of impairment and em 
barrassment to our national defense, the 
chief evil of their publication is the rey 
elation that there could be among us any 
group of persons so lacking in apprecia 
tion of the danger which confronts the 
country and wanting in loyalty and 
patriotism to their government that they 
would be willing to take and publish such 
papers.” 

The Secretary began his conference by 
asking the following questions of the 
newspapermen present : 

“1. What would you think of an Amer 
ican general staff which in the present 
condition of the world did not investigate 
and study every conceivable type of 
emergency Which may confront this coun 
try and every possible method of meeting 
that emergency? 

“2. What do you think of the patriotism 
of a man or a newspaper which would 
tuke these confidential studies and make 
them public to the enemies of this 
country ?”

Officials at Coast Guard Headquarters 
said this week that they would submit 
adverse reports at hearings on 8. 2056, 
and H. R. 5971, identical bills which 
would prohibit temporary enlistments in 
the Coast Guard, and which would pro 
vide that all enlistments now in effect 
should be considered regular enlistments. 

It was explained that the bill is not 
considered to be in the best interests 
either of the government or of the en- 


listed men of the Coast Guard. Accord- 
ing to present regulations, an enlisted 


man of the Coast Guard is not eligible 
for retirement privileges until after he 
has served nine years, and completed his 
temporary enlistments. During this nine 
year period, he is, however, eligible for 
all other privileges, including pay, allow 
ances, promotion, and pension—the same 
as members of any of the other services. 

After nine years service, an enlisted 
man of the Coast Guard is eligible for 
retirement for disability, a privilege Coast 
Guard enlisted men hold above all Ser 
vices. In the opinion of Headquarters 
ollicials, if the law were changed to pro 
hibit temporary enlistments, at once the 
vovernment would be responsible for pay- 
ing retirement to disabled enlisted men, 
even if they were disabled only a short 
while after enlisting, or even if they had 
had perhaps a defect which was not caught 
before their enlistment. This, officials feel, 


would jeopardize the retirement privi 
leges which enlisted men now have.

The first selection of possibly 200 or 
more lieutenants (jg) for temporary pro- 
motion to lieutenant under Navy's tem 
porary rank act has been sent to the See 
retary of the Navy for approval. The 
selection was made by the regular line 
selection board which convened in the 
Navy Department on 17 Nov. This bourd, 
headed by Capt. Augustine H. Gray, USN, 
president, was given the added authority 
to select the undisclosed number of lieu 
tenants (jg) for temporary advancement 
by the Secretary of the Navy. 

While the actual number of lieutenants 
(jz) selected for temporary advancement 
could not be learned, it was stated that 
the board began its consideration with 
No. 5500 on the promotion list (1 July 
141 Directory) and ended with No, 5715. 
In selection of 316 lieutenants (jg) for 
permanent commission, the board ended 
its consideration with No, 5490 on the 
promotion list and immediately proceeded 
down the list in the selection of the lieu 
tenants (jg) for temporary promotion. 
At the same time the bourd gave 
consideration to any lieutenants (jg) re 
tired, but on active duty at the day the 
board convened, 

It was stated that the lieutenants (jg 
selected for temporary commission will 
be placed on a master eligible list imme 
diately following the approval of the 
findings of the board by the Secretary of 
the Navy. fromotions from this eligible 
list will be made after the permanent list 
has been exhausted or as the needs of the 
service may dictate, 

It is not contemplated at the present to 
select any oflicers of higher rank than 
lieutenant (jg) for temporary promotion, 
It was stated that the current needs of 
the service do not provide for any olticers 
of temporary rank above the grade of 
lieutenant (jg). Officials explained, how 
ever, that these promotions in higher 
vrades might be effected should the later 
personnel needs require such temporary 
promotions.
